Our Budget 


We have been considerably hamper- 


ed in our activities due lo an inadc- 
quet budget upon which to oocralc. 
The fair committee has defrayed ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the operat- 
ing expenses of the chamber of com- 
merce during the past Iwo or three 
yean:. Without this cooperation, our 
budget would nol have been sufficient 
ior defraying thc expenses of our 
organization. We need a budget for 
advertising and publicity, for indus- 
trial development, for agricultural dc- 
velopmcnl and for many other pur- 
poses other than mere operating ex- 
penses of our organisation. With the 
hearty cooperation of everyone intcr- 
esleu in the development of "our i;iiy, 
we should experience no difficulty 
in increasing our budget this year.

any other city in Arkansas. We have 
been successful in securing the pub- 
lication of publicity in more than 
100(1 newspapers throughout the Unit- 
ed Stales.

We have distributed thousands 
of publicity leaflets during the year 
and have never missed an opportunity 
to give our city all the publicity pos- 
sible. 


Streets and Highways

As Corn Buskers Crowned Champ 


THE Quorum Courts of the 75 Arkansas counties, at their 
1 recent sessions, made appropriations for a total of 1% 
farm demonstration and 54 home demonstration agents. This 
action marks a gain—for it is a gain and not merely an in- 
crease—of four in the numbers of both farm and home 
agents over last year. 


Moreover, another county, Sebastian, which has not yet 


acted on this matter, is expected to renew the appropriations 
made for the purpose last year. What Hempstead county will 
decide to do remains to be disclosed at the postponed meeting 
of its Quorum ourt on November 25. Nor is this all. Reports 
come from Howard and St. Francis counties that citizens 
are making special efforts to have the adverse action of their 
courts reconsidered at a later date. 


These figures leave no room for questioning that Ar- 


kansas is thoroughly committed to the farm and home dem- 
onstration plan. In an agrecultural state like ours, it is 
doubtful whether any county money, aside from school funds 
can be more profitably invested than in this practical work to 
increase the profits of farming and improve the conditions of 
farm life.—Arkansas Gazette.

Chamber of Commerce, the Kratl- 
Phcnix Chcc.se Corporation was in- 
duced lo locate one of its plants in 
Hope. This plant was established and 
began operations just nine months ago 
It affords the farmers of Southwest 
Anmsas a ready market for their 
product. Since the establishment of 
this plant, it has purchased from Ihc 
farmers of this territory approximate-, 
ly 1.600,000 pounds of milk for which 
it has paid SH7.000.00 or an average 
ol more than S4.000.00 monthly. 
We 


believe that, within three .years from 
the time the plant was established, 
the milk receipts will have reached 
at least US.000 daily and our farmers 
will be receiving 516.000.00 lo ?20.- 
000.00 monthly. 


Tick Eradication 


The biggest obstacle in the way of 


rapid progress in our dairy develop- 
ment program is the cattle fever tic. 
The Chamber of Commerce has co- 
operated in every movement having
